ALBANY, N. Y., May 25 CAP). || 


Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller told 
New York state Republican lead- 
ers today he would accept a draft 
to run as Republican candidate 
for President. 


The Republican leaders agreed 
that the state’s 96-vote delega- 
tion therefore would go to the 
Chicago convention uncommitted 
to any candidate. 

The leaders decided against 
proposals to commit themselves 
to Rockefeller now as a favorite- 
gon candidate. 


Party sources said it was felt 
this would be going too far, in 
view of Rockefeller’s repeated 
statement that he is not and does 
ot intend to become an active 
candidate, 


Nixon Tops 666 Votes. 


The political developments sur- 
rounding the Governor occurred 
as Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon, the only declared candi- 
date for the Republican nomina- 
tion for President, unofficially 

the 666-vote total needed 
to win the nomififation at the con- 
vention, which begins July 28. 
(Details in related story on 
Page 3B.) 

The whole strategy of Rocke- 
feller and the New York Re- 
publican leaders is based on the 
|possibility—which they concede 
is remote—that national or in- 
ternational developments will 
gmake it advisable to nominate 
somebody else besides Nixon. 

The Republican leaders also 
urged Rockefeller today to re- 
consider his decision against go- 
ing to the convention. He indi- 
cated he might change his mind 
and lead the state delegation to 
the convention if Republican na- 
tional leaders accept as final his 
statements that he will not take 
the nomination for Vice Presi- 
dent. 

Reason For Refusal. 


The Governor said originally he 
would not attend the convention 
because he feared his presence 
might lead convention delegates 
to assume he was available for 
the second spot on the ticket. 

Rockefeller and Republican 
State Chairman L. Judson Mor- 
house have been trying to keep 
the county chairmen neutral until 
the party convention in July.

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SPY SATELLITE 
IN NEAR-PERFEGT 
ORBIT; TESTS OF 
EVE TO START 


Real and Simulated 
Missile Firings Will 
Try Out Detection 
Ability of Air Force’s 
Midas II. 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fia., 
May 25 (UPI)—America’s first 
“spy in the sky’ satellite 
whirled around the earth in a 
near-perfect orbit today, in posi- 
tion for a crucial test of its mis- 
sile-detecting ‘‘eye.” 

United States scientists plotted 
the path of the two and one-half 
ton satellite, named Midas II, as 
accurately as possible to work 
out a tight series of real and 
simulated missile firings in its 
operating life of about a month. 

The tests were delayed some- 
what yesterday when, shortly 
after the satellite had gone into 
orbit, a key computer malfunc- 
tioned and scientists were forced 
to spend 55 minutes making 
rough calculations by hand. 

The Air Force hopes to prove 
that Midas II can detect rockets 
by heat radiations the minute 
they are launched. This would 
pave the way for a system of 
satellites that would patrol the 
skies around-the-clock within 
two years, to warn against sneak 
attacks. 

Security Against Attack. 


The launching of Midas II by 
an Atlas-Agena rocket here in- 


of the United States for the U-2 
incident, 


Midas II is only a test model 
of the operational system. Its 
nose, containing an infra-red 
scanning device, is pointed to- 
ward the earth. It can scan 
thousands of square miles at a 
“glance.” 

Early tests are expected at 
Edwards Air Force Base, Calif., 
with brilliant flares simulating 
missile launching and visible 
over a radius of about 50 miles. 
The Air Force indicated the 
flares will be touched off ‘‘with- 
in a week.” 


Missiles Tests. 


The Air Force also plans to 
time the launching of some of 
its bigger missiles at Cape Ca- 
naveral and Vandenberg Air 
Force Base, Calif., to coincide 
with passes of the satellite, 
probably within the next three 
to four weeks. 

The satellite’s orbit was all 
that scientists had hoped for. 
The “‘eye”’ circles the earth every 
94.3 minutes, hitting 322 statute 
miles at its highest point. above 
earth, and dropping to 292.1 
miles at its lowest. 

The orbit is around a com- 
paratively narrow band on eith- 
er side of the Equator, touching 
no Russian space and only that 
of the extreme southern tip of 
Communist China. 

Operational versions will be 
launched into polar orbits in 
groups of about 12 to cover all 
of earth’s surface at all times.

SOVIET U.N. RESOLUTION 
APPEARS BEATEN AS ALLIES 
STAND FIRMLY BEHIND U.S. 


President to Make TV Speech 
Tonight on Summit Collapse 


Will Deal With Goals of U.S. and Its 
Allies — Talk to Be Carried in 
38 Other Languages. 


WASHINGTON, May 25 (AP)— 
President Eisenhower reports 
to the American people tonight 
on the collapse of the summit 
conference and its effect on the 
policies of this and other free 
world nations. 

The President’s 30-minute 


address, from the White House 
at 7 p.m. St. Louis time, will be 
carried live by CBS and ABC 
TV networks, and all major 
radio networks. It will be re- 
broadcast at 9 p.m. by NBC-TV. 
(Post-Dispatch station KSD-TV.) 

The Voice of America ar- 
ranged to broadcast the presi- 
dential message overseas in Eng- 
lish and 38 other languages, in- 
cluding Russian. 

The broad nature of the Presi- 
dent’s speech was_ indicated 
when White House press secre- 
tary James C. Hagerty said it 
would deal with “the future aims 
and goals of the United States 
and, indeed, of its allies in the 


free world” as well as with the 
summit failure. 

The President speaks in the 
midst of political, diplomatic and 
legislative repercussions over the 
use of a United States spy plane 
brought down in Russia and Rus- 
sia’s use of the incident to wreck 
the summit conference. 

The Kremlin was urged by the 
White House to let the Russian 
people listen to b-oadcasts of the 
President’s talk. Hagerty, mak- 
ing the appeal through American 
newsmen last night, said “the 
Russian people, as well as the 
free people of the world have a 
right to hear it.” 

He said it was hoped the Soviet 
Government would not jam the 
Voice broadcast,

ROBERT KUNKEL 
GETS LIFE FOR 


Two Consecutive Terms 
Minimize Parole 
Chances — Youth 
Killed Ferguson Pair. 


Robert F. Kunkel Jr. was sen- 
tenced today to serve two con- 
secutive life terms in prison for 
the murders of Mr. and Mrs. 
Leonard J, Seal in a holdup at 
their Ferguson grocery last 
March 8. It was recommended 
that he be sent to a state men- 
tal hospital. The consecutive 
terms minimize chances for 
parole. 

Pleas of guilty of first degree 
murder were entered for the 
youth, who became 17 years old 
after the killings. His attorney, 
David C. Godfrey, withdrew not- 
guilty pleas. 

The consecutive life terms 
were recommended by Prosecut- 
ing Attorney Norman H. Ander- 
son. Circuit Judge Robert G. J. 
Hoester passed sentence after 
hearing one witness, Dr. Robert 
M. Bell, a St. Louis psychiatrist 
om was called by the prosecu- 

on. 


Dr. Bell testified he examined 


Kunkel at the request of the 
court. He said he found no 
psychosis and that the youth 
knows right from wrong. Kun- 
kel, however, has an I.Q. of 83 
and is dull, with shallow depth 
‘of feeling and poor self-control 
to the point of being dangerous, 
the psychiatrist said. 
Rehabilitation Chances. 


The psychiatrist expressed the 
opinion rehabilitation of the de- 
fendant in the state penitentiary 
would be virtually impossible. A 
better chance of rehabilitation 
would be possible if Kunkel is 
held in maximum security at a 
state mental institution, Dr. Bell 
added. 


Judge Hoester then sentenced 
Kunkel to the Jefferson City pen- 
itentiary, with a recommendation 
to the Department of Correction

April Increase Largest 
Since June — Food 
Costs Up 1.1 Per 
Cent if St. Louis.

WASHINGTON, May 25—The 
cost of living climbed to. another 
new record in April, its second 
in two months, 

The Government’s consumer 
price index, made public today, 
showed an increase of four- 
tenth of one per cent in April, 
its largest monthly rise since 
last June. , 
The index stood at 126.2 per 
cent of the 1947-49 base period. 
The former record, reached in 
March, was 125.7, The April 
figure was 1.9 per cent higher 
than that of a year ago. 

(In St. Louis the food price 
index rose 1.1 per cent from 
March to April but the April in- 
dex of 118 was 0.6 per cent lower 
than that of a year earlier. Most 
of the monthly rise came from a 
3.6 per cent rise in meats, poul- 
try and fish.) 

The new level of the index 
means that it now requires 
$12.62 to purchase the same 
quantity of goods and services 
that could be bought for $10 in 
the 1947-49 period. 

Food Price Rise. 


The Government attributed the 
record-breaking action of the in- 
dex principally to an unusually 
sharp rise of 1.5 per cent in food 
prices, the biggest monthly in- 
crease since March 1958 when 
there was a rise of 1.8 per cent. 
Inclement weather which af- 
fected some crops, as well as 
seasonal increases, was said to 
be responsible. 

Arnold Chase, chief of the De- 
partment of Labor division of 
prices and cost of living, pre- 
dicted there will be a slight con- 
tinuing upward trend in the cost 
of living “‘at least through Au- 
gust.”” However, he said there 
may be little change this month.

Magnuson Says Investi- 
gation Will Be Part 
of Hearings on 2 
Nominees, Who Face 
‘Many Questions.’ 


WASHINGTON, May 25 — The 
Senate Interstate Commerce 
Committee plans a detailed in- 
quiry into the policies and prac- 
tices of the Federal Power Com- 
mission, committee chairman 
Warren G. Magnuson (Dem.), 
Washington, announced today. 

Magnuson said the committee 
will look into ‘‘policy and all 
matters relating to the FPC” as 
part of its hearings on Thomas 
J. Donegan and Paul A. Sween- 
ey, nominated by President Eis- 
enhower to be members of the 
power commission. 


Magnuson gave no details of 
the forthcoming inquiry but said 
it would deal with ‘‘broad ques- 
tions of FPC policy.” 

Donegan and Sweeney were 
questioned briefly by the Sen- 
ate group at a hearing today. 
Magnuson then told them they 
would be recalled later for “‘a 
more detailed discussion of FPC 
matters.” 

He said several committee 
members, some of whom were 
unable to be present today, have 
“many questions’”’ to ask the two 
nominees, This will necessitate 
further hearings ‘‘at the earliest 
possible time,’’ Magnuson added. 

Urges Reappointment. 

Senator A. §. (Mike) Monroney 
(Dem.), Oklahoma, said today 
Mr. Eisenhower should reappoint 
William R. Connole to the power 
commission. 

Criticizing the President's de- 
cision to drop Connole, Monroney 
told the Post-Dispatch that ‘a 
voice of dissent’ is needed on 
the FPC. This was a reference 
to Connole’s minority votes in 
favor of the consumer in several 
important natural gas rate cases. 

Monroney, who is third rank- 
ing Democrat on the Interstate 
Commerce Committee, expressed 
this view amid growing indica- 
tions ‘that there may be a strug- 
gle between the White House and 
Senate Democrats over the nom- 
inations of Donegan and 
Sweeney. 

The Post-Dispatch reported 
Sunday that Senate Democratic 
leaders are hoping to prevent 
confirmation of the two men at 
this session of Congress. Senate 
sources said today there is ‘‘no 
degree of enthusiasm for either 
man among the Democrats.” 

Mr. Eisenhower has nominated 
Donegan, who is now a member 
of the Subversive Activities Con- 
trol Board, to succeed Connole. 
Sweeney, a Justice Department 
official, was nominated to fill 
the unexpired term of FPC mem- 
ber John B. Hussey, who died 
March 17. 

Routine Questioning. 

The questioning of the two 
nominees today was routine in 
nature and dealt largely with 
their political affiliations. Done- 
gan told the committee he is an 
independent, as is Connole, the 
man he was named to replace. 
Sweeney testified that he is a 
Democrat, as was Hussey, 

Monroney told the Post- 
Dispatch today that the ‘“‘wide- 
spread support” for Connole 
among consumer groups and his 
years of experience in the field 
of utility regulation are evidence 
that he should be reappointed. 
His five-year term will expire 
June 22, 

In addition to their anger over 
the dropping of Connole, some 
influential Senate Democrats

BLACK KNIGHT ROCKET FIRED 
FROM AUSTRALIAN RANGE 


CANBERRA, May 25 (AP)— 
British and Australian scientists 
last night successfully fired a 
Black Knight rocket in their 
space experiments at Woomera 
rocket range. The second stage 
of the two-stage rocket sent the 
nose cone back into the atmos- 
phere at more than 10,000 miles 
an hour. 

Australian Supply Minister 
Alan Hulme, who announced the 
firing, said recovery teams were 
on their way to the impact area 
to retrieve the cone for further 
reasearch into re-entry prob- 
lems. Hulme said no attempt 
was made to reach maximum 
height of 500 miles, achieved in 
five previous firings. 

Had the second stage been 
fired on the climb, the rocket 
would have reached well over 
1000 miles, he said, Instead, it 
was fired on descent 70 miles 
from the earth’s surface to pro- 
duce maximum re-entry speed. 
Hulme said the nose cone con- 
tained instruments to measure 
melting, erosion, and the intense 
forces experienced on re-entry.

TO BE REOPENED Streets; Rush Traffic Delayed 


Heavy rains and broken water 
mains caused flooding of two 
principal streets St. 
Louis last night and delayed 
morning rush-hour traffic today. 


The thunderstorms also caused 
brief flooding of some streets in

electric power in various parts 
of St. Louis and the county. 

The Weather Bureau reported 
that .24 of an inch of rain fell 
in a 10-minute period at Lambert- 
St. Louis field starting at 8:30 
p.m., and another .52 of an inch 
fell in 20 minutes beginning at 
9: 30. 

A 20-inch underground water 
main broke in the 300 block of 
St. Clair avenue, East St. Louis.

Rainfall in May now totals 3.40 
inches, as ‘compared with a 
normal for the month of 3.07 
inches.

The East German news agen- 
cy ADN indicated that all nine 
Americans were aboard.

Mrs. Higgins told a reporter 
her daughter said she was walk- 
ing across a bridge yesterday 
from East St. Louis to St. Louis 
three men in an auto- 
mobile offered her a ride.

Chilean earthquakes appear to 
be among the worst of recent 
times. 

The waves made themselves 
felt throughout the Pacific world 
and beyond. 

The most violent of the quakes 
which generated them was 8.25 
to 8.5 on the magnitude scale. 
The quake’ with the greatest 
magnitude recorded in modern 
times, the Assam disaster of 
Aug. 15, 1950, was around 8.9. 
The San Francisco earthquake of 
1906 was 8.6. 

The Aleutian quake which 
caused a wave disaster at Hilo, 
Hawaii, in April, 1946, was a 
big one but not as big as the 
Chilean shocks. It was under 
eight. 

Scientists can predict that 
tidal waves will hit a given tar- 
get locality but they cannot say 
in advance with what violence. 
Much depends on the direction in 
which tke waves are moving and | 
whether the structure of the tar- | 
get coastline is such as to cre-' 


ate a funneling effect. | 

In the case of the Chilean | 
waves, the United States Coast | 
and Geodetic Survey broadcast | 
an alert 12 hours and a warn- | 
ing six hours in advance of their | 
arrival in Hawaii. The waves | 
hit just 22 minutes later than | 
the predicted time of arrival. | 

For various reasons having | 
little to do with the magnitude | 
of the quakes which caused | 
them, the 1960 waves were less | 
catastrophic than those which | 
took 173 lives at Hilo 14 years | 
ago. |

WASHINGTON, May 24—The 
White House has turned down 
an appeal for presidential clem- 
ency for H. Chandler Davis, 
young mathematician imprisoned 
for contempt of Congress, the 

Post-Dispatch learned today. 

Although the action was based 
on failure to follow proper pro- 
cedure in filing the appeal, the 
White House hinted strongly that 
any appeal filed properly also 
would be rejected. 

Davis was associate editor of 
a scientific journal relied on by 
mathematicians for abstracts of 
new research papers. The Post- | 


Dispatch has reported previously | 
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that his imprisonment has re- | 

duced sharply the volume of 

translations and analyses of 

Russian mathemetical research | 

reports being received by Amer- | 

ican scholars. | 
Letter to Teacher. 

The position of the White 
House was spelled out in a letter | 
to William A. Pierce, associate | 
professor of matematics at Syra- | 
cuse University, Syracuse, N.Y. | 
Pierce dibmitted a request to 
President Eisenhower last month | 
for executive clemency to short- 
en Davis’s six-month prison sen- | 
tence. | 

In the letter, Henry R. Mc- | 
Phee, associate special counsel | 
to the President, explained that | 
“there is an established proce- 
dure thatm ust be followed’”’ in» 
applications for clemency. | 

He said the procedure requires | 


that the application must be | 


filed by Davis himself. The re- |

Federal Government, McPhee | 
explained. 

The request that was submit- 
ted on Davis’s behalf was in the 
form of a letter and was not 
filed by the mathematician him- 
self. 

Cites Time Element. 

McPhee’s letter expressed 
doubt that theer was sufficient 
time to process an application 
for cleméncy before Davis will 
become eligible for release from 
prison next July 2. 


“Processing applications for | 


executive clemency necessarily 
takes time and experience shows 
that clemency action in cases of 
very short sentences is extreme- 
ly rare,”he wrote. 

McPhee told the Post-Dispatch 
that presidential clemency, as 
most frequently granted, does 
not served to shorten prison sen- 
tences but to restore civil rights 
lost through imprisonment. It 
is usually granted only several 
years after a prisoner has been 
released and is based on his con- 
duct following his release, he 
explained. 

A presidential pardon freeing 
a prisoner before he has served 
his full prison sentence is gen- 
erally reserved for cases in 
which one person has been con- 
victed wrongfully of a crime 
committed by another, he stated. 

Davis’s sentence grew out of 
his refusal to answer questions 
concerning Communist activities 
put to him by the House Un- 
American Activities Committee 
in 1954. He is in the federal 
correctional institution at Dan- 
bury, Conn.

sian and other mathematicians. 
His knowledge of the specialties 
of other mathematicians as well 
as his ability to read Russian

The volume of translations of 

Russian papers published by the 
magazine has dropped sharply 
since his imprisonment, 
a spokesman for the journal told 
the Post-Dispatch. 
Davis, 33 years old, formerly 
was a member of the faculties 
of the University, Harvard and 
Columbia Universities, and was 
a member of the Institute for 
Advanced Study at Princeton, 
N.J. He applied for parole last 
month but his application was 
denied by the Federal Board of 
Parole without explanation. 

In his appeal for presidential 
clemency, Pierce stated that Da- 
vis’s refusal to answer the House 
Un-American Activities Commit- 
tee’s questions stemmed from 
‘reasons of conscience.” He 
noted that Davis had pleaded the 
protection of the First Amend- 
ment’s guarantee of free speech.

SYMINGTON SAYS 


WASHINGTON, May 25 (AP)— 
Senator Stuart Symington 
(Dem.), Missouri, protested yes- 
terday that the Eisenhower Ad. 
ministration is ‘stripping our de- 
fenses in Alaska” while Soviet 
Russia is building up aircraft 
and missile bases in nearby Si- 
beria. 

Maj. Gen. H. M. Estes Jr., Air 
Force operations officer, disputed 
many of Symington’s arguments 
in an hour-long public give-and- 
take over respective Soviet 
United States capabilities and in- 
tentions. The discussion took 
place at a Senate appropriations 
subcommittee hearing on defense 
funds. 


Even if Congress gives the Air 
Force and Defense Department 
more billions than President 
Eisenhower asked for in his new 
39 billion dollar annual military 
budget, Estes told Symington it 
would still be up to defense 
heads to decide ‘‘where resources 
must be best applied for the to- 
tal defense of the United 
States.”’ 

Aircraft Reduced. 

Symington, asking a long se- 
ries of questioning with Senator 
Ernest Gruening (Dem.), Alas- 
ka, sitting beside him, brought 
out that United States deefnding 
aircraft in Alaska had been re- 
duced while, he contended, Soviet 
bomber bases in Siberia had ex- 
panded. 

“It is sad business in view of 
our declining position around the 
world,” the Senator said. 

Estes said that with greater 
emphasis upon long-range mis- 
siles and defense against them, 
it was decided to use fighter-in- 
terceptor aircraft across the 
whole northern stretch of this 
hemisphere, rather than concen- 
trate in Alaska. 

He conceded that Siberian- 
based Red aircraft and missiles 
could hit nearby Alaska hard but 
added that there were ‘“‘more 
lucrative targets” in United 
States bomber bases and indus- 
trial centers. 

Estes said the redeployments 
from Alaska resulted from a de- 
cision for balanced forces that 
could defend against both enemy 
aircraft and’ missiles “‘within the 
available resources.”

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CURBS ASKED 
ON ALLEGED 


IEFEASE WASTE 


WASHINGTON, May 25 (AP) 
— Comptroller General Joseph 
Campbell asked Congress yes- 
terday for tougher laws and 
broad new powers to curb the 
vast waste he said his agency 
finds in military buying. 

Testifying before the Senate 
Armed Services subcommittee 
on military procurement, Camp- 
bell said he has not yet dis- 
cussed his proposals with the 
Defense Department, but under- 
stands it objects to some of 
them. 


Senator Strom Thurmond] : 


(Dem.), South Cardlina, presid- 
ing at the hearing, promptly in- 
structed Campbell to talk it 
over with Pentagon officials. He 
told Campbell to come back later 
with a detailed report on their 
areas of disagreement as well 
as of agreement. 

Campbell accused the defense 
agencies of wasting many mil- 
lions of dollars by failing to call 
for competitive bids for many 
items, and lax practices in ne- 
gotiating and checking on prac- 
tices. He said negotiated con- 
tracts sometimes cest 40 per 
cent more than the price the 
government could get from com- 
petitive bidding. 

Campbell recalled some well 
publicized disclosures of the 
past in which, he said, his 
agency found the government 
being overcharged by $3,400,000 
on fire control radar items for 
B-52 bombers, and paying a dol- 
lar apiece for 500,000 special 
type screws that the contractor 


had bought for 544 cents apiece. | 


He said it was too late to recover 
anything on the screws. 

Campbell recommended that 
Congress impose tighter restric- 
tions on the Pentagon’s author- 
ity to place orders under nego 
tiated contracts instead of by 
competitive bidding. 

He also asked that the law be 
changed to let his agency over- 
rule the Pentagon in deciding 
when bids must be taken and 
thus “correct abuse or misuse 
of the negotiation authority.”

JERUSALEM, Israeli Sector, 
May 25 — The veil of mystery 
surrounding the dramatic arrest 
of Adolf Eichmann, reportedly di- 
rector of the Nazi extermination 
of millions of Jews, was partly 
lifted yesterday. 

Israeli officialdom, which had 
steadfastly declined to state 
where Eichmann was apprehend- 
ed, relented to the extent of say- 
ing that the top Nazi had been 
seized in a foreign country and 
brought secretly to Israel. It 
was learned on good authority 
that Eichmann was taken from 
his home by Israeli secret po- 
lice working in that country. 

The head of the Israeli securi- 
ty services told a press confer- 
ence Tuesday night that the cap- 
ture of Eichmann was an ex- 
clusively Israeli operation. The 
security head, whose name is 
kept secret, denied that any 
bribe or money in any form 
passed or would pass hands in 
connection with the operation or 
that rewards would be given to 
Eichmann’s captors.

THE BRITISH GOVERNMENT will take an aloof and chilly 
attitude toward any future proposals for a summit conference by 
the Soviet Union, authoritative sources say. 

“Summitry,” which means the whole process of negotiations 


among heads of government on 


any numerical basis, is dying if 


it is not already dead. This is a primary effect of the breakdown 
of the Paris meeting upon governmental thinking here. 


Prime Minister Macmillan, 
these sources emphasized, has 
not the slightest intention of re- 
suming the initiative through an- 
other visit to Premier Khrush- 
chev in Moscow. Reports that 
the government intended to in- 
vite Khrushchev here were de 
ecribed as nonsense. 

The lesson of the summit con- 
ference, Macmillan told the 
House of Commons, is that the 
West “should press forward with 
the conferences now proceeding 
at Geneva, especially the one 
on nuclear tests, which is pro- 
gressing not too badly, and I 
hope later with the disarmament 
conference.” 

The 10-power disarmament 
eonference at Geneva is due to 
reassemble June 7. Technical 
experts attached to the nuclear 
test talks are at present study- 
ing seismic instrumentation data. 

MACMILLAN ADDED that he 
did not think that unilateral ac- 
tion by Britain “‘is perhaps the 
best method” of bringing pres- 
sure on these two negotiations. 

The post-summit approach of 
the Prime Minister and For- 
eign Secretary Selwyn Lloyd 
toward the Soviet Union and its 
policies can be summed up by 
a quotation from Cervantes, 
“patience, and shuffle the 
eards.”” The official view is that 
there are three courses open to 
Soviet political strategists.

This is simply that once the 
Berlin card is played, it cannot 
be played again. In the British 
view, Soviet pressure against 
West Berlin, either immediate 
and forceful or over a long 
period through unidentifiable 
hostile acts, is bound to fail in 
the face of Western unity. 

Consequently, Soviet  strate- 
gists may consider that action 
against Berlin offers them great- 
er rewards as a threat than as 
an implemented policy. The 
British conclusion is that the So- 
viet Union will do nothing until 
the situation in Berlin and Ger- 
many has been reviewed in de- 
tail. 

The British appear to get a 
lot of irformation about the So- 
viet Army and its political in- 
fluence. They have been apply- 
ing this information to an assess- 
ment of the role of Marshal 
Rodion Y. Malinovsky at the 
Paris conference. Three reasons 
for his presence at Khruskchev’s 
right hand have been offered. 

THE FIRST IS that Khrush- 
chev brought the defense minis- 
ter to Paris to insure the army’s 
support for whatever decisions 
he made there. 

The second is that the Soviet 
Premier wanted Malinovsky in 
Paris to witness the “innocence” 
of his contacts with capitalists 
and thus forestall future criti- 
cism in Moscow.

In that pe- 
riod no great harm was done, as 
a leading French diplomat put 
it to this reporter, “by the 
folk dances of your domestic 
politics!” 
IN OTHER WORDS, while 


there was still general confi- 
dence in America’s strength and 
basic wisdom, we could afford 
to make fools of ourselves from 
time to time. But it cannot be 
too much emphasized that the 
remaining Western reserve of 
confidence in America—at least 
in President Eisenhower’s Amer- 
ica—has now dropped past the 
danger point.

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Dulles Offered to Take Full 
Responsibility for U-2 Flight 


CIA Chief Willing to Make Himself 
Target of Attack If It Would Ease 
President’s Task at Summit.

WASHINGTON, May 25. 


AS THEY SAT in the garden of the British embassy in Paris, 
looking out at the lovely prospect of smooth greensward walled 
away from the city’s surging traffic, President Eisenhower told 
Prime Minister Macmillan something of the ordeal he had been 
through over the shooting down of the U-2 espionage plane. 


It was the first opportunity 
that they had to talk reflectively 
about the fearful events which 
had destroyed the hopes of both 
men for the beginning of a peace- 
ful settlement between East and 
West. Among other things the 
President told the Prime Min- 
ister was that at the height of 
the furor over the U-2, Allen Dul- 
les had offered to resign as di- 
rector of the Central Intelligence 
Agency if this would make the 
President’s task of decision any 
easier. 


But the President, as he ex- 
plained it to Macmillan, declined 
this offer. Many elements in a 
complex relationship were in- 
volved in the decision. Loyalty to 
Dulles was one; more important 
was the President’s emotional 
reaction involving his own neces- 
sity to take responsibility before 
the world for what had hap- 
pened. 


IN ACTUAL FACT, inquiry in 
Washington suggests that the 
President in his talk with the 
British Prime Minister rather 
overstated the case. Dulles did 
not offer to resign as head of 
CIA, since he believed this would 
be running away from responsi- 
bility. What he did propose was, 
in a sense, more dramatic. 


Dulles told the President that 
he was prepared to accept full 
and public responsibility for the 
U-2 flight if this would simplify 
the President’s problem on the 
eve of the summit conference. It 
had been, as Dulles well knew, 
a shared responsibility. Yet as 
the No. 1 figure in intelligence, 
Dulles was willing to make him- 
self, if the President considered 
it useful, the target of attack 
by the Soviet Union and the sole 
author of the flight and its tim- 


quéstionably 
storm on Dulles’s head with at- 
tack at home as well as abroad. 
It could even have forced his 


resignation from, the. CIA. But 


whatever the risks involved, he 
was willing to accept them if 
this could in any way alleviate 
a crisis as grave as any the Unit- 
ed States had faced since the 
end of the war. 


By one of those strange coin- 
cidences of history, the involve- 
ment with Allen Dulles came 
just one year after the President 
had gone through perhaps the 
greatest emotional wrench of his 
tenure of the White House with 
the illness and death of John 
Foster Dulles. Having delegated 
more authority over foreign pol- 
icy to Dulles than probably any 
other secretary of state has ever 
exercised, the President found it 
difficult to reconcile himself to 
his disappearance from the 
scene. It was grudgingly and al- 
most by default that Mr. Eisen- 
hower named Christian A. Her- 
ter, Dulles’s deputy, as his suc- 
cessor. 


AGAIN AND AGAIN — Over 
Indochina, Quemoy and Matsu, 
Suez, Lebanon and Iraq — the 
President found himself on the 
brink with his loyalty to ‘‘Fos- 
ter” unshaken. When Dulles 
died on May 24, 1959, the Presi- 
dent ordered a state funeral for 
him such as has rarely been ac- 
corded any American citizen. 
Ironically, as it must seem in 
retrospect, Soviet Foreign Min- 
ister Andrei Gromyko came for 
the funeral and there was specu- 
lation at the time that he might, 
in a private talk with the Pres- 
ident, seek means to break the 
deadlock which paralyzed the 
foreign ministers’ conference at 
Geneva. 

It was natural then that the 
President, in this latest and grav- 
est crisis, should find a Dulles 
at his side. While his dedication 
to government service and to 
the cause of the free world is at 
least as great as that of his 
older brother, Allen Dulles has a 
different exterior and a differ- 
ent approach. He has a sense

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Why Debate Is Needed 


Senator Fulbright’s pledge of a nonpartisan 
and objective inquiry by the Foreign Relations 
Committee into the U-2 incident and the sum- 
mit collapse is a welcome antidote to the ab- 
surd partisan debate that broke out Monday 
on the Senate floor. 

There ought to be a searching, independent 
study of the foreign policy catastrophe which 
overtook this country in Paris, but there is no 
reason why it cannot be moderate and im- 
partial, designed to light the way for the fu- 
ture rather than to pillory anybody for the 

ast. 
. There ought to be a searching, public dis- 
cussion of foreign policy and our relations 
with the U.S.S.R. during the presidential cam- 
paign, but there is no reason why it cannot be 
responsible and mature, dealing with realities 
rather than fictions, addressed to the sober 
needs of peacemaking in a dangerous world 
instead of traffic in tags like “appeaser” and 
“warmonger.” 
* . + 

We must admit that the “appeaser” attack 
on Gov. Stevenson and Senator Kennedy by 
Republican Senators Dirksen and Scott does 
not augur well for the tone of this debate. 
Nor do the charges of “softness on_Commu- 
nism” flung at opponents by the Republican 
and Democratic national chairmen. We hope 
the Democrats, as urged by Senator Hum- 
phrey, will refrain from partisan exploitation 
of the summit failure. But this does not 
mean refraining from criticism. 

Gov. Stevenson was mistaken, we believe, 
in criticizing Secretary Gates’s order of a 
practice alert the night before the summit 
conference was to open. There is no evidence 
that this affected the conference in any way. 
But he was profoundly right in calling the 
U-2 flight on May 1 a blunder, and in saying 
that, though it was Khrushchev who wrecked 
the conference, our Government’s errors in 
handling the U-2 incident gave him the means 
of doing it. Right or wrong, furthermore, 
Gov. Stevenson along with others in public 
life has a duty to discuss such important mat- 
ters as the summit collapse honestly and 
forthrightly, without calculating the political 
risks. If national unity ever comes to em- 
brace a stifling of frank discussion, the coun- 
try will be the poorer for it. 


A great debate on foreign policy is needed 
this year because the nation must make up its 
mind whether to renew the efforts President 
Eisenhower started to thaw the cold war, or to 
revert to an unchecked armaments race for 
an indefinite period of world tension. It will 
be greatly to the public advantage if this 
issue is drawn sharply. Muddling it by politi- 
cal straddles, by partisan excesses, or by ap- 
peals for a spurious “unity” will only make 
the essential decision more difficult. 

We are glad that Gov. Rockefeller took his 
stand on the side of free, nonpartisan debate. 
It is indeed “false and frivolous,” as he said, 
for Republicans “to dismiss sober criticism 
of specific American conduct as a peril to na- 
tional unity.” National unity, he rightly added, 
“does not mean that debate threatens unity 
or that dissent suggests disloyalty.” Having 
called upon the nation to face the facts of the 
summit failure and to encourage discussion 
of them, Gov. Rockefeller disappointingly 
stopped short of entering the discussion him- 
self. We hope he will give the country his 
views on another occasion. 


Federal Aid for Transit 


Speaking both as Mayor of St. Louis and as 
president of the American Municipal Associa- 
tion, Mayor Tucker urged Congress to author- 
ize federal loans for the improvement of mass 
transportation in metropolitan areas. The 
appeal is logical since, as the Mayor said, 
many cities have all but exhausted their bor- 
rowing power. It is unlikely that they will 
be—or can be—significantly helped by the 
states. So a country which is two-thirds urban 
and which depends so largely on technology 
and other peculiarly urban resources has a 
very real stake in local transit. 

This already has been recognized by the 
introduction of a bill by Senator Williams of 
New Jersey, co-sponsored by Senators Hen- 
nings and Symington of Missouri. This would 
provide loans up to $100,000,000 for transit 
betterment. According to the Mayor, St. 
Louis and a number of other cities could use 
even larger sums. 

The inadequacies of mass transportation 
and the associated traffic snarls caused by 
undue reliance on the space-eating automo- 
mile worsen almost from day to day. Yet be- 
fore the cities get federal aid, they surely 
will be expected to help themselves as much 
as they can. | 

Can a city ask for federal aid for transit and 
at the same time insist on collecting taxes 
from the transit system? We think not. Mayor 
Tucker, who has come out for municipal own- 
ership of the St. Louis system, would be in a 
better position to seek federal aid if he also 
favored devoting all the revenues of the 
transit system to improvement of the service. 


Population and Problems 


Preliminary census figures on St. Louis 
county’s phenomenal growth since 1950 will 
delight merchants and real estate men and 
everybody else who sees profit in numbers. 
But the figures deserve to be greeted with 
far fewer whoops and shouts in the court- 
house and the 98 city halls. Problems are 
piling up in the county almost as fast as 
people. And if they are not intelligently solved 
soon, county residents will feel the effect in 
the form of sharply rising taxes. 

The county now is almost as large as St. 
Louis, with a population approaching the 
700,000 mark. This represents a 10-year gain 
in the neighborhood of 75 per cent. Most of 
the people are concentrated in a belt of mu- 
nicipalities that extends out from the St. 
Louis city limits and includes such sizable 
suburban cities as University City (now 
51,000), Florissant (32,000), Webster Groves 
(28,000) and Kirkwood (27,000). At least 14 
county communities contain more than 10,000 
persons each, 

But people mean problems. By far the 
county’s largest problem is how to stimulate 
the economic growth so necessary to pro- 
viding new jobs and to creating a tax base 
sufficiently strong to support first class 
schools and other necessary public services. 
And by far the best opportunity to do some- 
thing effective toward solving it lies in mak- 
ing economic use of Columbia Bottoms, where 
the Metropolitan Chamber of Commerce is 
trying to promote a giant industrial park. 
Under optimum conditions the Bottoms might 
provide as many as 50,000 new jobs and pro-

St. Louis county has the physical and hu- 
man resources to attract industry. In the 
Metropolitan Survey and in the Singer report 
it has been handed blueprints for improving 
government at the county, municipal and 
school levels. All it needs to take advantage 
of these assets in coping with its population 
explosion is a minimum of leadership from 
the courthouse. 


No Stalling on the FPC 
Democratic leaders in the Senate will be 


well advised to rise above a reported plan to . 


block confirmation of President Eisenhower's 
two appointees to the Federal Power Commis- 
sion until a Democratic President can appoint 
his own choices next year. 

The appointments of Thomas J. Donegan 
and Paul A. Sweeney should be examined 
with the utmost care by the Senate. Particu- 
larly will the Senate need to know whether 
they will, if confirmed, carry out the commis- 
sion’s duty to regulate the price of natural 
gas at the wellhead. The President’s drop- 
ping of FPC’s ablest member, William Con- 
nole, is reported to have come about because 
Mr. Eisenhower disagreed with Mr. Connole’s 
stand for strong gas regulation. If the Messrs. 
Donegan and Sweeney have been appointed 
because they would be reluctant regulators, 
the Senate should reject them. 

Blocking the nominations merely to hold 
them open for a possible Democratic President 
to fill next year is another matter. The com- 
mission would be left to operate with three 
members, all Republicans—a situation which 
would do violence to the sound principle that 
at least two members shall be drawn from 
the party in opposition to the Administration. 
As soon as Congress recesses next month, 
the President would probably give his ap- 
pointees interim appointments. Since their 
tenure would be tentative, the commission 
might be understandably disposed to post- 
pone major decisions until all posts were 
filled, and already it is far behind in its work. 

The work of the FPC is too important to be 
toyed with for partisan political purposes. It 
is also too important to be put into the hands 
of men who do not really believe in it. 


A Postal Block 


Senator Hennings’s subcommittee on con- 
situtional rights has begun an investigation 
of the Post Office Department’s interception 
of allegedly subversive foreign books and 
magazines, The inquiry is warranted. The 
Postmaster General has sole authority to de- 
termine what is unmailable under present 
laws. For example, the Post Office has deliv- 
ered some Russian periodicals to libraries and 
officials but not to private citizens. This use 
of the Foreign Agents Registration Act has 
not been tested in the courts. The problem 
is one of unusual personal authority exercised 
without sufficient public information. The 
Hennings commitee ought to be able to show 
what ‘has happened, at least, and possibly 
what should be done about it. 


Doctors and the A.M.A. 


Many doctors must be disturbed by the op- 
position of the American Medical Association 
to the Administration’s “Medicare” plan, the 
Forand bill and other pending proposals for 
health insurance for retired persons over 65. 

Dr. Louis M. Orr of Orlando, Fla., president 
of the A.M.A., came out against the Adminis- 
tration proposal on the ground that it “is based 
on the false premise that almost all persons 
over 65 need health care and cannot afford 
it.” A doctor’s experience must convince him 
that the weakest of all arguments against 
medical insurance is the denial of a need for 
it. The doctor sees as living individuals the 
needy who for a congressional committee 
may be only statistics. 

For these, the answer surely is not the 
A.M.A. recommendation of “a state-admin- 
istered program of federal grants-in-aid .. . 
so that the near-needy could be given health 
care without having to meet the present rigid 
requirements for indigency.” In plain words, 
the A.M.A. is proposing that it should be 
made easier to embrace the humiliation of 
“going on relief.” 

The most honorable justification of the 
pending proposals is that they would save 
the aged from having to become paupers. They 
would preserve the privilege of which the 
A.M.A. ordinarily makes so much, the free 
patient-physician relationship. They would 
keep people out of charity wards by helping 
them to pay their bills. That surely is the 
opposite of “socialized medicine.” Edward 
T. Chase probably was nearer the realities 
when he wrote in The Commonweal: 

A controlled death rate has resulted in a 
large, growing population of the elderly at a 
time when not only are medical costs sky- 
rocketing but our automated industrial pro- 
duction machine and our dwindling number 
of family farms no longer have a place for 
the worker over 65. So he cannot earn 
money, and Social Security provides him 
barely a subsistence for life’s necessities. 
There is more than politics behind old age 

health insurance. There is need. Most doc- 
tors should know this. Happily, the official 
A.M.A. “line” does not necessarily represent 
the conviction of the good physician. 


Must Peace Be Difficult? 


The simple, direct little talk made at St. 
Louis University by the Rev. Dominique 
Georges Pire, the 1958 Nobel Prize recipient, 
offers a sharp contrast to the effusions of 
statesmen as they slip from fiasco to fiasco. 
Their failures seemingly suggest that peace 
is all but impossible. Yet the one desire of all 
peoples and all nationalities is the avoidance 
of a nuclear holocaust. | 

Father Pire explained why it is so difficult 
to formalize this universal aspiration when he 
insisted “upon the necessity of fighting every- 
where in the world against the presumptive 
diffidence that inevitably kills any attempt to 
secure peace.” In other words, the statesmen 
are governed by their fears, suspicions and 
rivalries instead of by the aspirations of their 
people. They fail to put the first thing first. 

The way out of this dead-end, according to 
Father Pire, is “a real world-wide, universal 
dialogue.” All blocs, camps and philosophies 
should participate. They must “adopt basic 
common principles including at least recipro- 
cal sincerity, mutual confidence and the ab- 
sence of egotism.” |

Our 
guides met us in a quaint 30- 
foot fishing boat rigged for 
sailing and equipped with a 
diesel engine, an ideal combi- 
nation for fishing these wa- 
ters. 

“As we crossed the two and | 
one-half-mile pass that con- | 
nects Laguna de Terminos 
with the Gulf, we could see 
the camp situated among the 
palm trees on the glistening 
white sands of Islet Aguada. 
We were welcomed at the dock 
by Hal Hassey, the owner and 
operator, who escorted us to 
our room which was well- 
equipped, airy, and _ roofed 
with palm fronds. 

“My companion, Newsom, 
was eager to go fishing, so we 
hurriedly changed our clothes, 
boarded our 30-foot boat, and 
took off. This is the only fish- | 
ing camp I have ever seen in 
which you start fishing at the 
dock, and the maximum dis- 
tance you fish from the camp 
is two and one-half miles. We 
were equipped with two and | 
one-half-ounce yellow  whis- | 
kered jigs, the only bait we | 
used. | 


Game of Toss the Bait 


“During the morning the | 
wind blows softly from the 
south. At 11:00 a.m. the wind 
dies and the tides stand still. 
At 1:00 p.m. the wind shifts 
to the north and blows gently 
during the afternoon. During 
this two-hour lull, fishing is 
fantastic. 

‘‘We cast our baits and, while 
reeling them in slowly, a 
mighty tarpon would strike and 
put on an aerial display, 
flinging the bait violently. An- 
other tarpon would catch it up 
and put on his own aerial dis- 
play, leaping wildly as only 
tarpon can. On some casts as 
many as five tarpon would 
snatch the bait and toss it 
about before it was retrieved 
into the boat. If one grabbed 
it close to the boat, fishing be- 
came dangerous. They can 
throw the bait with such force 
that it will smack the side of 
the boat like a kicking mule. 
If struck in the head by one 
of these two and. one-half- 
ounce lead jigs from a savage 
tarpon, you have had it, and 
one missed E. Z.’s head by 
only about six inches. 

‘We boated only the tarpon 
from which the bait had to be 
removed with the aid of a 
knife or pliers. We did not 
cut the lines because these 
baits are not available in 
Mexico. We caught snook, 
from 10 to 25 pounds in 
weight, which we boated and 
took back to camp. They are 
as delicous as jack salmon 
(walleye), and the left-overs 
were taken by the natives to 
their village. | 

‘“‘Ladyfish by the thousands | 
played around our boat. When 
we were tired of catching tar- 
pon, we played with these 
little two and one-half and 
three-pound fish which succeed- 

ed in chewing the whiskers 
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from our baits and also put 
on their own aerial displays 
of a more subdued nature. 
Grouper and pargo were also 
in abundance and were taken 
by trolling. Jack fish, ranging 
from five to 35 pounds in 
weight, cruised by in large 
schools. They would strike 
viciously and give one a hard 
time on light tackle. Two 
hours of this kind of fishing 
and your arms, hands, and 


shoulders are paralyzed. Siesta | and be fishing in this paradise

“The food at camp was 
delicious. Bottled water and

soft drinks were plentiful. We 
fished for two or three hours 
a day, then lolled in the shade 
of the palm trees anc 
thoroughly enjoyed living. The 
camp is small, accommodating 
only 14 fishermen at a time, 
and is actually a fishing 
Shangri La. 

“We caught a large iguana 
swimming in the water by 
slipping a loop around his 
neck and jerking him into the 
boat. These lizards stand 
about three feet high and are 
non-poisonous, Fried or bar- 
bequed, they are delicious 
and taste like frog legs.”’

TO REMOVE FIM, 
HOFFA CHARGES 


WASHINGTON, May 25 (AP)— 
Teamsters Jnion President 
| James R. Hoffa yesterday ac- 
cused Senator John F. Kennedy | 
| (Dem.), Massachusetts, of being 
‘in league with the head of a 
| court-appointed monitors panel 
| and others in allegedly trying to 
| take contrcl of the union. 


Hoffa’s charge was made in 
| United States District Court 
where he asked a change in 
| judges to speed action on his | 
-move to oust Martin F. O’Don- | 
oghue as chief of monitors 
named to ciean up the big truck 
union. | 


Among other things, Hoffa al- | 
leged that “in order to attempt | 
to seize and control” the union, 
O’Donoghue has ‘talked privately 
with Kennedy; his brother Rob- 
ert Kennedy, former counsel of 
the Senate Rackets Committee; 
Godfrey P. Schmidt, former 
monitor; and others. 

Hoffa said: 


“The Kennedy - O’Donoghue- | 
Schmidt axis attempted to 
achieve their conceived ob- 
jectives by instituting various 
|spurious legal actions, and by 
‘issuance of false and misleading 
statements to newspapers and 
other media of communica- 
| tions.” 

_ Kennedy retorted in a state- 
‘ment that “I have always 
thought that Mr. Hoffa was unfit 
to head the Teamsters Union,” | 
adding: | 

“I have admired Mr. O’Don- | 
oghue and his fight against cor- | 
ruption in the Teamsters Union | 
as epitomized by Mr. Hoffa. 

“I hope Mr. O’Donoghue is 
successful in his efforts to clean 
out that union... .” 

O’Donoghue declined com- 
ment. 

In Detroit yesterday Hoffa 
sued the National “Sroadcasting 
Co., Jack Paar and Robert Ken- 
nedy, for $2,500,000. He charged 
them with libel and slander. 


Hoffa said he had been dam- 
aged by statements made on 
four Jack Paar télevision shows 
| on which Robert Kennedy was a 
_guest. He listed them as on 
'July 22 and 26, 1959, March 8, 
1960, and May 5, 1960. 


Hoffa’s suit, filed in United 
}| States District Court in Detroit, 
| charged a conspiracy by the de- 
'fendants to “ridicule, degrade, 
defame and humiliate Hoffa as 
being unworthy of holding office 
or membership in the Team- 
sters International. . They 
portrayed him (Hoffa) as per- 
petrator of a froud on the Amer- 
ican labor movement, thereby 
generating nd stimulating 
hatred and creating a public 
clamor for punishment.” 


Frank Brewster, Hoffa Foe, | 
Expelled by Teamsters Local. 


SEATTLE, May 25 (AP) —| 
Frank Brewster, once one of the | 
most powerful members of the | 
Teamsters Union, was ordered 
expelled from Teamsters Local 
174 by the executive board of the 
Seattle local yesterday. | 

The executive board also or- 
dered that Brewster, one-time 
Teamsters’ international vice 
president and chairman of the 
Western Conference of Team- 
sters, also pay $15,000 in fines on 
charges of irregular handling of 
$121,850.09 in union funds. 

If expelled from the local, 
Brewster would automatically 
‘+ be expelled from the union. 

Brewster said the action of the 
Local 174 executive board would 
be appealed to Teamsters Joint 
Council 28, which Brewster 
heads. After that it may be ap- 
pealed. by either side to the in- 
ternation! union, the international 
Teamsters convention or the 
courts. 

Brewster described the execu- 
tive board’s action as that of 
a kangaroo court, resulting from 
years of strife between himself 
and Teamsters general president 
James R. Hoffa and George Ca- | 
vano, secretary-treasurer of Lo- | 
cal 174. 

The executive board accused 
Brewster of using $4000 in Local 
174 funds as down payment on 
a home at Palm Springs, Calif.; 
routing $75,903.84 into a ‘‘Local 
174 special fund,” of which no 
accounting was ever made; and 
of paying himself $28,380 in 
bonus checks without authoriza- 
tion and causing $13,566.25 of 
local funds to be diverted to his 
personal expenses. Brewster de- 
nied all of the charges.

URGES EASING OF LIMITS 
ON STATE DEPARTMENT AID 


A loosening of qualifications 
for state public assistance to de- 
pendents programs would lessen 
the pressure for federal aid, 
John J. Fallon, chairman of the 
legislation council of the Mis- 
souri State Chamber of Com- 
merce, said here today. 

Current maximum incomes for 
participation in state assistance 
programs are unrealistic because 
of inflation, Fallon said. He ad- 
dressed the St. Louis Round 
Table at a luncheon at the Stat- 
ler-Hilton Hotel. 

Administration of any federal 
medical insurance program 
should be left to the states and 
should be limited to those who 
need assistance, Fallon said. A 
federal re-insurance plan should 
be included to insure a sound 
financial base, he added. Fal- 
lon described the several pro- 
posals now before Congress for 
old-age medical insurance. He 
said there was some possibility 
that his proposals may be 
adopted. 


BOYS ADMIT BURGLARIES 
AND AUTOMOBILE THEFTS 


Two boys, 16 16 and 1 15 years old, 
have admitted seven business 
burglaries and four automobile 
thefts, all in the southwest part 
of the city, in the past six weeks, 
Hampton avenue district detec- 
tives reported today.

6TH CONSTRUCTION UNION 
RATIFIES WAGE AGREEMENT 


A three-year agre agreement with 
the Associated General Contrac- 
tors of St. Louis, providing a 55- 
cent hourly “package” increase, 
was ratified last night by mem- 
bers of Cement Masons Local 
527. The local was the sixth con- 
struction union to ratify a new 
wage agreement. 

The increases are 15 cents the 
first year and 20 cents each the 
second and third years. Henry 
Till Jr., manager of the AGC, 
said the union insisted that the 
first year’s increase apply to 
fringe benefits, including a vaca- 
tion fund. Parts of the subse- 
quent increases also will apply 
to benefits. The first actual wage 
increase, 10 cents, will be re- 
ceived next May. The old scale 
for cement masons was $3. 9714 
an hour. 

Other unions reaching agree- 
ments with the AGC were Car- 
penters, Ironworkers, Laborers, 
Operating Engineers and Team- 
sters.

Tracking Down Pain 


“Dear Dr. Molner: 

“MY ARM GETS NUMB. It has been causing me distress 
for over two months, with pain from the shoulder to the 
elbow. I’ve tried massage, heat and different rubbing med- 
icines but the trouble continues. 

“Should I consult my doctor? Or could it be advancing 
years? I am 46. MRS. J. G.” 
“Numbness” and “‘pain’’ are not the same thing. Anyway, 
here’s exactly the sort of trouble that you should take to your 
doctor, 

He'll start out by asking some questions, observing 
how you move the arm, and so on. One thing he won’t 
do will be to say this is “the result of advancing 
years,” because there’s no reason why, from sheer 
age, you should have this sort of trouble. And certainly 
not at 46. 

The likeliest cause, it occurs to me, is that somewhere 
the nerve which serves the upper arm has been pinched, 
damaged, and has become the subject of infection, or some 
such interference. 

You’ve heard, I am sure, of people who have lost an arm 
or a leg and yet have the sensation that the fingers or toes of 
the missing limb hurt or itch. This is an illustration of the 
fact that sensations which we “feel” in a toe are not actually 
felt in the toe itself. The sensation is carried along a nerve 
train, and when it reaches the brain, we say we “feel it in 
the toe,” because we know that impulses on that particular 
nerve track indicate something happening in the toe. 

Thus it is quite possible for the pain or numbness 
“in arm” to be the result of some interference 


I can’t, obviously, say definitely that this is the cause 
in your case. However, your doctor (or, depending on the 
circumstances, a specialist to whom he might refer you) can 
trace the trouble down to the point of origin.

WE WROTE A STORY about 
the toy business four or five years 
ago in which we marveled at the 
fact that it was about to become 
a billion-dollar-a-year industry. 
We now, learn that it went by 
that milestone so fast it was 
hardly seen in passing and has 
now reached an annual figure 


of something like $1,650,000,000, 


which is a lot of money for 
things like dolls and burp guns. 

But then the toy business is 
no longer the casual affair it 
used to be when a toy maker 
put a new plaything on the mar- 
crossed his fingers and 
hoped the’ kids: went for it. 
Nowadays little isyleft-to chance. 
Researchers-in-depth have taken 
over and Johnny’s psyche is 
probed and studied to find out 
why he goes for one toy and not 
for another. It’s not unusual for 
a company to spend half a mil- 
lion dollars on research before 
a toy is produced, and as much 
more tooling up, advertising and 
promoting. 

A fortune can be made in a 
season on one hot item (the 
hula hoop) so it’s small wonder 
the toy business now has special- 
ists like Marvin Glass. A man 
who has never manufactured a 
toy in his life, he has become a 
millionaire telling toy makers 
what to make. 

Glass was in town the other 
day, conferring with Bob Hyatt 
about a new toy which Glass de- 
veloped and Hyatt is manufac- 
turing. Hyatt, in case you didn’t 
know, is the St. Louisan who, a 
couple of years ago, developed 
the Whirley-whirler, which came 
nearer than anything else to du- 
plicating the success of the hula 
hoop. 

Hyatt’s latest, thought up by 
Glass and his organization, is 
called the Jiggle-stick. It can't 
be described, but Hyatt is confi- 
dent it will be bigger than the 
Whirley-whirler. Its sales are al- 
ready ahead of the Whirley- 
whirler for the first six weeks. 
Hyatt sold 3,500,000 Whirley-’ 
whirlers before they, like all such 
things, collapsed one day and 
died. 

We dropped in on Glass at his 
suite at the Park Plaza, to hear 
more about this new image which 
the toy business is projecting. 

Glass turned out to be a small, 
dark, somewhat reserved man of 
43, who talks like an intellectual 
and discusses toys from a psy- 
chological, philosophical and his- 
torical point of view. 

“I’ve heard,” he said, ‘‘that in 
Russia they don’t allow the sale 
of toy guns, and that all toys 
have to be passed on by a spe- 
cial board under the Ministry of 
Education. Maybe their toys are 
more constructive, but I have an 
idea they're also considerably 
duller than ours. 

“The toy business in America 
is a theatrical thing. They’re de- 
signed to entertain a child, and, 
if they have any sociological sig- 
nificance, that’s secondary. We'd 
like to say all our toys are con- 
structive. But one thing sure, 
they’re well designed and thought 
out, and kids get a tactile appre- 
ciation of them.”’ 


Tactile appreciation, we 
learned, is a great thing nowa- 
days. A toy hasn’t got a 
chance if a kid doesn’t like the 
feel, the balance and the way 
it performs. 


Glass disappeared into the 
bedroom and came back with a 
black weapon which looked 
frighteningly real. He pulled 
something and a long shiny bar- 
rel shot out. ‘“‘Here’s a gun we 
spent $100,000 developing,” he 
said. 

He pressed a trigger and 
there was an ear-splitting burst 
of shot, as fast and. as loud as 
a real machine gun, and at the 
same time ‘“‘spent” bullets were 
spewing out the side. The door 
to the suite was open and a 
man in his shirt sleeves came 


rushing out of the next room to 


see what was going on. 

“We could produce real arma- 
ment if we wanted to,”’ he said, 
after another burst of gunfire.

“We try to ,be constructive 
also,”’ Glass said, ‘“‘but we’ve 
found that public response isn’t 
good unless it’s something the 
youngster can manipulate.” 


A good example of this is the 
Tic-Toy Clock which Glass and 
his co-workers developed. It’s a 
mantel size clock with all the 
parts made of plastic except the 
spring. The clock can be: taken 
apart and put back together 
again in working order, theo- 
retically, 

Glass’s firm in Chicago is 
called Marvin Glass & Associ- 
ates, and his associates number 
17. Among them are artists, 
sculptors, machinists and engi- 
neers. They have a fully-equipped 
machine shop. There they origi- 
nate ideas, make models and 
test suggestions that have been 
sent to them. 


“The big mistake the ama- 
teurs make,” he said, “‘is that 
they’re always striving for 
something novel. Nothing is 
harder to sell, Kids are basic- 
ally conservative. They don’t 
want anything they can’t recog- 
nize. They like to play with 
familiar objects.” 


Glass’s first big success, one 
that sold more than 14,000,000, 
was a very familiar object, a 
little red hen. But the gimmick

Japanese and Germans used to 
be the biggest competitors of 
American toy manufacturers but 
they have fallen far behind be- 
cause they don’t have a Madison 
avenue which understands re- 
search in depth, Glass asserted. 

‘The Japanese,”’ he explained, 
‘“‘make some very clever toys 


but they’re not. participation 
toys. The same is true of the 
Germans. They make wind-up 


toys which will do some amazing 
things, but they’re just to watch, 
and pretty soon the youngster 
gets tired of watching a bear 
turn a somersault.”’ 

The Japanese, he said, are 
still great ones to take an Ameri- 
can novelty and make it for half 
the price. ‘‘Here’s an example,”’ 
he said, as he ducked into the 
bedroom again. He came back” 
with a set of false teeth which 
yak away madly when wound up. 

“It was a big novelty item. 
First thing you knew they were 
being unloaded on the docks 
from Japan at half price. But 
we keep a patent attorney busy 
the year around just securing 
new patents and protecting old 
ones.”’ 

What are the factors behind 
the growth of a relatively minor 
industry into such a big busi- 
ness?

“One thing is our growjng pop- 
ulation. Another is prosperity. 
We’re becoming a richer people, 
and whether in ancient Chaldea, 
Babylon, Rome or modern Amer- 
ica, when people get money they 
want luxury. 


“Another reason is better 
toys more heavily promoted. 
Through television and other 
media, the manufacturer (he 
smiled slyly) creates a desire 
in the child that the parents 
can’t refuse.

have toys. Whenever something 
few comes up they’re attracted, 
just like a bug to a light bulb.” 


Take the Jiggle-stick, for exam- 
ple. Glass and his technicians 
spent seven weeks making a 
working model by hand. Then 
they sent it to John Wyatt and 
the Whirley Corp. He took it to 
a St. Louis plastics. company to 
have the plastic coil spring made 
on a production-line basis. It 
took them weeks to work out the 
problem, 

“They told me,’”’ Hyatt said, 
“they never thought they would 
put that much work and re- 
search into something they were 
sure no one would be silly 
enough to pay for.”’ 

“T hear that all the time,” 
Glass said. ‘‘Manufacturers are 
always calling me up to tell me 
I’m crazy.” 

Glass gets thousands of letters 
every year from people who are 
certain they have a_ sure-fire 
idea for a toy. They come from 
all over the world. He has yet 
to get a good idea from a letter 
but he’s gotten a lot of laughs. 


“T got a perfectly serious let- 
ter from a man in North Caro- 
lina who had an idea for a toy. 
It was a little clown. To activate 


it, all you had to do was catch | 
a lot of flies and put them inside | 
and they would buzz around and | 


make the clown move.”

Bizgest disappointment in the 
toy business has been outer 
space. “Space guns have been 
just fair,”’ Glass said. ‘‘Space 
helmets sell only because they 
look like pilots’ helmets.’”’ Re- 
search has revealed that kids 
aren’t really fascinated by space 
because to a child’s mind the 
whole thing is still too abstract. 


“But once we actually get to 
the moon,’’ Glass predicted, ‘‘it 
will be a different story. That 
will be a concrete achievement, 
and then space is going to go.”’ 


Glass agrees there is one cate- 
gory in which the toy industry 
has definitely failed to advance. 
That’s in the field of written in- 
structions which come with the 
toys. 

‘“‘A definite cultural lag,’’ he 
says, shaking his head sadly. 
‘T’ve been:trying for years to 
persuade manufacturers to get 
someone who can write instruc- 
tions in simple, comprehensible 
English. 

‘But what happens? They 
hand the job to the assistant 
sales manager who can’t even 
write an intelligent letter with- 
out the help of his secretary.”

Cornbread 


By Leonard Hall 


EVERY TIME | lapse into col- 
loquial English, good Ozarkian 
and Elizabethan though it be, 
my better half tweaks my ear. 
And every spring when I cook 
my annual mess of poke greens 
and cornbread, both ears get 
tweaked by readers from all 
over the Middle West. Seems 
everybody who ever livéd in the 
country has his own recipe for 
these delicacies and no other 
will do. Especially the recipe 
from a fellow up in Fulton, in 
the wonderful “Kingdom of Cal- 
laway.”’ This chap by his own 
affirmation is the world’s expert 
on “‘pot likker and soppin’ pone.” 


Despite three months of mis- 
erable weather, the poke season 
has come and will soon be gone. 
Nor have we ever had a finer 
crop of wild greens in the fence- 
rows, admission of poor farm- 
ing though this may be. We'll 
keep on trading a few messes 
of greens for that extra bale or 
two of hay. As for cornbread, an 
elderly mountain friend of ours 
who still wears a sunbonnet in 
summer and a voluminous ging- 
ham apron the year round gave 
us her recipe not long ago. She 
ended up with this wise admoni- 
tion: ‘‘Now you mind my word. 
Hit’ll be coarse—and hit’ll be 
gritty. But hit’ll be GOOD.” 


The recipe is simplicity it- 
self. You take a quart of sour 
milk which I don’t know 
where you'll get nowadays, a 
chunk of cow’s butter pretty 
near as big as your fist, three 
eggs, three tablespoons of 
flour, two tablespoons of sal- 
eratus, and enough Indian 
meal to make a stiff batter. 
Pour it into a pre-heated, well- 
greased deep iron skillet and 
pop it into a quick wood-burn- 
ing oven. 


In case you folks up in Calla- 
way have forgot how to sour 
milk on account of ‘“homoge- 
nized, pasteurized” and -have 
run out of Indian meal, and 
never heard about saleratus in 
your grandmaw’s kitchen, just

go at it this way, though I don’t 
know what you'll do for cow’s 
butter: You can get some cul- 
tured buttermilk and use two 
teaspoons of baking soda and a 
good big pinch of salt. Eggs are 
easy and you can surely find 
some old-fashioned water-ground 
corn meal (yellow corn pre- 
ferred) to make it coarse and 
gritty.
